R.A.F. Scientists 
Talk To-England 


Acson, Singapore, Aug. 22. 

Ench night, in Singapore, a 
small group of scientists are 
able to hold a consultation with 
thelr colleagues in England 


and exchange information vital 
to their research work, ae 


This has’ been made possible 
by acientist Mr. A, S. Garfitt 
who weara the R.A. official 
duties brevet on his shoulder 
and had come: to Malaya to 
study scientific problems con- 
nected with the development of 
safer flying. He -hos given up 
every moment ‘of his spare time 
to producg a radio communien- 
tion system which keeps’ the 
Singapore scientists in constant 
touch with their Headquarters 
at Malvern, England, 8,000 miles 
away, making expert advice 
from Britain’s entiro sclentific 
organization readily available, 
Problems which may have arisen 
during the day’s work can be 
conveniently talked over in the 
amall hours of the morning 
when conditions for ‘radio com- 
munication are most suitable, 

Mr. Garfitt oxplajns that his set 
js not remarkable {n design, 
although it Incorporates soveral 
new features, but ho explains that 
he has made an intelligent use of 
existing aerial systems, No relay 
system 1s used, and the radio con- 
tact is a djrect link. Reports 
have reached “Mr. Garfitt from 
eager amateur radio onthusiasts
